Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant initiated interview to discuss current rejections and potential advancement of prosecution. The 35 USC 112 
rejections were discussed first, resulting in a mutual understanding that the "memory unit" does not actually make any 
functional determinations itself, rather, programmatic computer executed instructions stored in said memory unit serve 
to provide function. Applicant referenced Figure 7, specifically, call response module (78) showing an actual functional 
module. Applicant detailed functionality not currently claimed which describes the intended scope of claim coverage 
defining the invention. Among these, selective transfer of information (e.g., advertisements) is made between remote 
server(s) and the phone terminal device ("first station"), potentially utilizing demographics for targeted advertisement. 
One embodiment involves the display/playback of information during interstitial time in call setup. Also, the importance 
of user selection of playback of the information or continuation/initiation of the call may be made during call setup. 
These proposed amendments are drawn toward limitations not previously presented, and will most likely provoke after 
final response indicating further search and consideration of the prior art is required to determine patentability, if the 
above amendments are submitted.
